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Understanding through his 
own experience the struggles of 
college life, Professor Williams 
applies Buddhist teachings to the 
situations a student can relate 
to. Graduating from Jeiji 
University, Tokyo in 1954 with 
a B.A. in law, Prefessor Williams 
came to America in 1957 to 
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attend UCLA. After two years’ 
study, he traveled to the east 
coast where he received his M.A. 
in political science at the 
University of Maryland. 

In 1963, he moved back to 
Los Angeles to devote full-time 
efforts to introducing the 
philosophy of Nichiren Shoshu 
to America. He established 
World Tribune Press and NSA 
began to grow more rapidly. 
Throughout the nation, people 
began chanting, developing 
potentials in their lives and 
growing happier. Today, NSA is 
established in every major 
American city and in 12 other 
countries. 

The end of 1968 saw the 
appearance of the NSA college 
seminar program. Since that 
time, Professor Williams has 
lectured at over 85 colleges and 
universities including such noted 
schools as the University of 
California at Berkeley, Princeton 
University, Harvard University, 
and Stanford University.

The Commencement Planning 
Committee, which includes two 
students as well as faculty and 
administration, have changed the 
Spring 1973 graduation 
ceremony from June 9 to June 
2. The two-hour ceremony will 
now proceed on the Saturday 
morning before finals week. 

Some graduating seniors have 
protested. However, Dr. John 
Cox, Dean of Campus Facilities 
and chairman of the 
Commencement Planning 
Committee, said that they have 
accepted the new date even 
though not all are happy with it 

Cox supported the change in 
an April 4 press release. “‘The 
student performers who are 
being asked to take part in the 
Commencement services are 
more readily available before the 
final exam period begins than 
after it is completed.”’ He also 
said that the new date should 
allow more faculty members to 
participate 

Rumors had spread that the 
date change was intended as an 
administrative-faculty 
convenience which would give 
them a head start on the summer 
vacation. But an Easter week 
interview with Dr. Cox revealed 
a genuine attempt by his 
committee to provide a more 
meaningful program for 
graduating seniors and their 
families. 

Cox says that an imcomplete 
band in previous programs has 
cut the effectiveness and 
enjoyment of the ceremony The 
June 2 date will assure that all 
student musicians will be present 
for the scheduled half-hour 
concert by the combined CSUS 
Symphonic and Concert Bands. 

When asked how a senior 


in 
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could accept a diploma betore 
final exams, Cox said that the 
student is always given a blank 
diploma, and that his grades are 
known no more on June 9 than 
on June 2. 

Dr. Cox also believes that the 
Saturday exercise will keep 
graduate’s parents from missing 
a day’s work which often 
happened when Commencement 
was held on the final Friday 
evening of the term. 

The Commencement is now 
set for 9:30 a.m., Saturday, June 
2, at Hornet Stadium. CSUS 
President James Bond will give 
the Commencement address. 

If it rains, Commencement 


will be a 2 p.m., Sunday, June 3.

of Eastern and Western 
philosophy and Hayashigatani 
explains, ‘‘Eastern (Zen) 


philosophy is more positive in 
nature than Western philosophy. 
There is a stronger sense of 
ethics. In Japan, if a person 
commits a crime, he suffers in 
four ways -- first by his own 
conscience or own shame, 
second, by the family’s shame 
inilicted upon him, third by the 
-ommunal ethic social pressure, 
and lastly, by legal punishment.” 

All of this is a prelude to my 
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understanding of why 
antagonism exists between the 
second and third generation 
Japanese people in America. In 
an attempt to become 
Americanized and be drawn into 
the huge melting pot, the second 
generation tried to deny an 
essential part of themselves that 
the third generation is looking 
for 

This is where Asian American 
Studies comes in to perspective, 
The third generation is looking 
for, in Hayashigatani’s words, “‘a 
batter Japanese tradition and 
heritage in order to compare the 
Eastern and Western cultures.”’ 
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Hayashigatani is involved to 
the extent that teaching in a 
small institution isn’t enough. 
He is willing to become part of 
his community and reach people 
who are in greater want of the 
kind of knowledge he can share. 
He has never declined a speaking 
invitation, often he is there to 


assist without waiting to be 
asked

Consortium Plan Will Help Degree Seekers 


by JOHN PHELPS 


You want to major in some 
subject that is not offered at the 
university near you, but you 
work full-time and can’t afford 
to leave your job and attend the 
university that does offer your 
major. 


At present, you would have to 
move and sacrifice your job, in 
order to attain your degree. 
Now, a proposed Inter-Campus 
Degree program, if adopted, 
would make this a problem of 
the past. 


The California State 
University and Colleges have 
recently proposed the creation 
of the Consortium of the 
Universities and Colleges in an 
effort to meet statewide needs. 


In a draft, written by Dr. 
Stuart Cooney, dated Feb. 12, 
1973, a proposal was introduced 
stating that the consortium be 
established “‘in order to increase 
the capability of the 19 colleges 
and universities to respond 
collectively to statewide needs. 


The proposal places heavy 
emphasis on the establishment 
of such a consortium within a 
set of guiding principles which 
will recognize the individual 
integrity and responsibilities of 
each of these institutions.” 


Statewide needs have grown 
to such an extent that 
Assemblyman John Vasconcellos 
(D-San Jose) recently introduced 
legislation to establish a new and 
separate higher public education 
system. Under this system, 
non-traditional degree programs 
would be offered throughout the 
state. 


State Trustees want to get the 
consortium proposal moving, 
one reason being, in an effort to 
discourage the creation of a 
separate system of higher 
education. ““There’s a need in 
this state and the question is, 
who’s going to fill it,” State 
University Trustee W.O. Weissich 
stated. 


The regional program is 
designed for students who live 
Near a campus that does not 
offer a major program that the 
student wants and for some 
reason the student is unable to 
attend the university that Joes 
offer his major. The student 
then picks a college that does 
offer his major, and that college 
extends its major program to the 
college in his area. The two 
campuses would then issue a 
joint degree. The program would 
involve masters degrees more 
than bachelors degrees. 
However, it would be possible to 
gain a B.A. under the program. 


fhe proposal is an outgrowth 
of the external degree program. 
“There is an evident need to 
minimize the problems and 
penalties experienced by 
students when a change in place 
of employment forces them to 
transfer from an internal or 
external program at one CSUC 


institution. The problem is 
particularly acute for highly 
mobile, adult Californians who 
are interested in continuing their 
education toward bachelors and 
masters degrees as part-time 
students in evening on-campus 
or external programs,” the 
proposal stated. 

Other states have moved to 


College, Illinois is actively 
planning Lincoln College, 
Minnesota has its Metropolitan 
State College, and Wisconsin is 
designing its own ‘‘Open 
University.’’ However, Dr. 
Cooney feels that the 
consortium is a more favorable 
solution.

CSUS is currently training 75 
fully employed people from 
Stockton, who have A.A.
